Dr. CallaiL one of the 
judjfea, stated in his criti- 
cism, that the standard of 
plays this year, in the sense 
of acting and staging was 
very much better than last 
year.

The Resolution before the 
House was Resolve that 
President Kennedy's action 
in the recent Cuban Crisis 
was justified. 

Mike Gifford opened the 
debate for the affirmative 
by contending that two main 
things justified the action, 
the military and the politic- 
al implications. He empha- 
sized the military by show- 
ing the danger that it was 
to the United States and the 
Free World*s defence. He 
further contended that the 
move forced Russia to re- 
cognize that the United 
States meant business. 

Rick Laverty l>egan by 
I'efuting some of the points 
made by the affirmative 
and went on to suggest that 
the action was unjust in 
that the Americans created 
the need for Cuba to seek 
defensive weapons by first 
imposing a trade blockaile 
and secondly supporting the 
Bay of Pigs Tnvasicni. 

Pat Brennan spoke next 
for the affirmative by sup- 
portin<^ her colleague, and 
ju.stifie<l the American in- 
tervention in terms of the 
Munroe Doctiine. 

The second negative sug- 
gested that the United Sta- 
tes had broken the Interna- 
tion Navigation Law, and 
also that the United States 
had Bases in Turkey similar 
to what Russia had in Cuba. 
She f u r t h e r emphasized 
that the Americans though 
claiming to l>e "Democratic" 
wantfN] ft) guide jn^-^tlior 
ci>M estiny.

THE COLLEGE CREST 




One day when I was going 
to a geography lecture in the 
Assembly Hall I stopped to 
take a look at the crests on 
the door at the entrance. 
They were beautifully done 
as they were constructed in 
a stain glass form and pre- 
sented to the college by the 
class of *58. However some- 
thing looked fishy. I com- 
pared this with the coat of 
arms found on these famil- 
liar green notebooks. Both 
were Mac crests all right but 
the layout was different. 

Both crests had the clover 
leaves and the open text in 
the same places. Both insi- 
gnias had the gloved hand 
grasping the cross-crosslet. 
Both coat of arms, had the 
two martlets. Here was whe- 
re the difference lay. Both 
martlets on the notebook 
had then heads facing to the 
left On the stained glass 
pane on the door the heads 
of both birds were facing 
inwards. 

On turning a b o u t the 
campus I found others ex- 
amples of this same diffi- 
culty. There is a beautiful 
w^all, mosaic in t-he lobby of 
Laird Hall. The college 
crest which is part of this 
painting has the martlets 
facing inwards. Yet right 
on the large picture window 
at the entrance to the same 
residence there is a crest 
with both birds facing left. 

Another example is found 
on the front cover of the pu- 
blication ''Maedonald Farm 
Journal". Here both birds 
are facing inwards. Howe- 
ver if one decides to crane 
their neck they will see that 
the martlets on the water- 
tower both face to the left. 

One can plainly see the 
conflict in the crests and the 
possibility of a heated de- 
bate. Which design in cor- 




rect ? If the insignias to 
follow that of Mc Gill both 
martlets should be facing to 
the left as is on their crest. 

However maybe having 
the birds facing inwards is 
not a bad idea as well be- 
cause Sir William Maedo- 
nald insisted on having the 
campus laid out as symetri- 
cally as possible. 

It maybe a good idea to 
have the conflict settled as 
soon as possible before the 
situation becomes crucial. It 
would be a disgrace if any 
other college found out that 
we had a conflict with the 
crest structure. I am sure 
that there are people on this 
campus who have been here 
for years who have never 
noticed this discrepancy. It 
is rather hard to see the dif- 
ference, I had to look at the 
crest twice in order to make 
sure I was right. If you hap- 
pen to be going into the as- 
sembly hall compare the 
crest on your notebook with 
that on the door. You will 
notice the difference. I leave 
the choice of which is right 
up to you.
